The Fast Issue in Kaasas 


We are beginning to rcccivc some accounts of 
the election which was held in Kansas on the 
2Ist. 
Not enough is yet known to enable us to 
judge accurately ofthe number of the votes cast, 
or tho decision ot the majority on the question 
submitted. 
But, whatever may be the result of 
the balloting, the great fact rr mains true that 
the question of slavery has been submitted to 
the popular determination. 
It was submitted, 
moveover, by a competent authority 
The con- 
vention might have submitted the whole consti- 
tution had it preferred to do so, nnd this would 
have been clearly a legal submii^sion 
Equally- 
legal was tbe submission of a part of the consti- 
tution ; and tho people ot Kansas, therefore, had 
a legitimate opportunity to determine the slavery 
question on the 21st instant beyond dispute'or 
cavil, Ex-Gov. Walker declares that this question 
was settled inKansas berore he went there. Judge 
Douglas protests that it has no special interest 
tor him ; and those who take their cue from these 
distinguished gentlemen repeat, with one accord, 
that slavery in Kansas is an obsolete idea. 
We 
will not inxuire now how far these declarations 
are correct : but sinco the slavery question was 
submitted to the people on the 21st, we can see 
no good reason why it should not then have been 
adjusted. If it was obsolete before, it must be 
doubly obsolete now,Jand we sincerely trust that 
there will be no further attempt to create an 
excitement about it,

timo that the process should bo interrupted.

it is in the power of a handful of disorderly men 
in Kansas, who have no grievance to complain 
of, who have fertile lands almost given them,and 
tbe benefits of a good government within their 
reach—if these men can periodically coovulsc 
the country,and rebel with impunity against the 
government^ then, indeed, do we present a sorry 
spectacle to tbe world 
Here wo are,with groat 
questions affecting tbe wholo confederacy of 
States preasing for solution,with events at home 
and abroad claiming out utmost attention—bore 
we aro indulging in metaphysical speculations 
about 
"sovereignty, 
one 
and 
indivisible.^' 
and wasting words on issues declared to be ob- 
solete I 


The wholo population of Kansas does not yet 
equal that of a suburb of one of our populous 
Atlantic cities; yet tbe inteiests of a handful of 
agitatois in thatferritory, who are now playiny 
soldiers, colonels,andjgenerals,with bowie knives 
in their sleeves and revolvers iu thtir belts, ab- 
solutely usurp a prominence in our affairs beyoud 
ttiat oiour toreign policy,our fiiia.icial oouda Oii. 
and our wide spread commerce. 


Why shouldKansas continue to be in tho way 
ot all other business before Congress'/ 
Why 
should a tew thousand men, out all of them 
choMD from tbe most substantial farmers and 
biisiuess people of tbe country,possess the faculty 
of changing great federal issues, in order to 
gratify individual ambition at tbe expense of tbe 
harmopy of tbe Union ? 


Let us get rid of this Kansas imbroglio as fast 
as possiblo! 
Let the ^ p l e of Kansas regulate 
their own domestic affairs in theflr o^n way, as 
they caa best do after being admitted into tbe 
Uujonlet Kansas cease te be a presidential 
question; attd jet that unhappyTerriU*ry become 
as early as possible, a peaceful and prosperous 
State !

The marines of the squadron, commanded by 
Licuta Lewis and P.ayiie, and three divisions of 
seamen from the Wabash, with small arms, and 
commanded by Lieutenants Fairfax, Beaumont, 
and Paulding, landed and displayed in order oi 
battle on the right and rear, all exhibiting the 
skill and tactics of practical troops: amounting 
in number to about three hundred and fifty. 


When these arrangements had been made, 
and tho broadside ot the "Saratoga;' sprung to 
bear on the front, there was no chance of suc- 
cessful resistance. 


Captain Eagle proceeded to the camp, and 
in person presented my letter to Gen Walker, 
demanding the surrender of his arms and his 
embarkation with hie followers, and saw the 
flag hauled down. 


To tho excellent discipline and fine bearing of 
the officers and I am indebted in the performance 
of this most unpleasant service fur tbo exemption 
of all casualty or accideut. 
There was no one 
injured and no loss of any kind sustained. 


No commanding officer was ever supported by 
a body of ofilcer and men in a manner more 
highly to command tbe admiration and respect. 


LieutenantCommandingAlmy,of the "Fulton," 
pcrfermed his part of the service exceedingly 
well, as I aro assured he will do at all times and 
under all circumstances.
